Town chooses case-by-case policy for future TIF requests

WILMINGTON — In the 
aftermath of the successful 
compromise tax increment 
financing (TIF) agreement 
extended to major local em- 
ployer Analog Devices, some 
voiced concerns about dan- 
‘gerous precedent. At this 
‘point, however, the town has 
‘decided to look at future po- 


tential proposals hypotheti- 
cally, rather than establish 
general criteria. 

“I have had discussions 
with staff... and we’ve had 
conversations with other 
communities, and one of the 
concerns we have about 
establishing a policy is that it 
may be somewhat constrain- 
ing by establishing par- 
ticular criteria,” said Town 
Manager Jeff Hull. 


The tax increment financ- 
ing subcommittee, which dis- 
cussed both the Analog 
Devices plan and the poten- 
tial for future proposals, con- 
sists of members of Finance 
Committee, Board of Sel- 
ectmen, and internal staff.

: WILMINGTON — As inter- 
national arguments in re- 
gards to export of recycla- 
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bles continue to fester, Wi- 
Imington’s waste disposal 
company appears to have 
fallen in breach of its con- 
tract. 

In early 2018, China imple- 
mented a policy whereby it 
would no longer accept ex- 
ported recyclable material 
from the US and Europe. 
This policy, called National 
Sword, was put into effect 
because an increasing por- 
tion of this waste was actual- 


ly regular trash, rather than 
recyclable trash. 

This policy has had a very 
real financial impact at the 
local level. 

Russell Disposal Inc. must, 
in keeping with its contract 
with the town, provide a per- 
formance bond each year. 
This bond covers the annual 
cost of collection and would 
be used to cover costs incur-

Electrify your ride - 


PEV performance: What to expect when driving electric a 


So far, the “Electrify Your 
Ride” article series has cov- 
ered a variety of topics in- 
cluding the benefits of driv- 
ing a plug-in electric vehicle 
(PEV), types of PEVs avail- 
able, how and where to 
charge, and available incen- 
tives to reduce the purchase 
price of a PEV. But what 
about plug-in electric vehicle 
options and performance? Do 
they:come with all the techy 
bells and whistles? How do 
they match up as far as ac- 
celeration and suspension? 
Are they comfortable? For 
many-of us, these are impor- 
tant considerations when 
shopping for a new vehicle.

the greater the engine’s abili- 
ty to perform work. In the 
case of gas-powered vehicles, 
engines need to be rotating at 
a certain speed (revolutions 
per minute or rpm) to reach 
maximum torque.

Thursday, 35 barrels 
of fish got away in New- 
cfstfé, Maine. It was a half- 
century redux of Wilming- 
ton’s’ great fish scraps acci- 
dent. 

ffi each case, a truck over- 
turned spilling fish onto the 
highway. 

The accident last week in 
Maine involved a truck load- 
ed with bait fish destined for 
sale’ to lobstermen Down- 
east. A car had stopped for a 
left turn on Route 1, a high- 
speed two lane road. The 
truck driver had to swerve to 
avoid the car. When the truck 
hit'the shoulder of the road, 
ovér it went. 

‘The! Wilmington accident 
t6ok‘place on Friday the 13th 
of October, 1967. If the story 
wefe to be told at the annual 
miéeting of a liars club, the 
teller would probably win first 
prizé.'But the story is true. 

Wilmington for many years 
had to endure the odors of a 
cat food factory. The factory 
had originally been located 
on Eames Street in Wilming- 
ton, and was known as Mur- 
phy’s. Residents of the neigh- 
borhood, sick of the odors, 
mounted a drive and had the 
factory driven out of town. 

‘Murphy, however, did not 
give up easily. He relocated 
his business to Woburn, only

50 yards over the Wilmington 
line. Woburn would get the 
taxes, and South Wilmington 
would still get the smell. 

The cat food factory re- 
mained on New Boston Street 
for some 50 years, changing 
hands a few times. The build- 
ing is still there, but has been 
developed into some industri- 
al offices. 

In 1967, the cat food factory 
was run by Usen Canning 
Company. Every day, a large 
truck -of fish scraps would 
come up Route 93, headed for 
Usen. The scraps came from 
the Boston Fish Pier and 
were the main ingredient 
used in making Tabby Cat 
Food. The load was messy, 
sort of liquid with various 
fish parts. The truck was not 
unlike a dump truck. The bo- 
dy was a large steel tub, leak 
proof, but open on the top.

At 6:45 p.m., truck driver 
Joseph Sevillite of Medford 
was in the second lane, 
headed north, approaching 
the Route 129 exit. Just be- 
fore he went under the West 
Street bridge, he put his 
right directional signal on 
for a lane change. He began 
to ease the ten-ton truck into 
the right lane for the exit. 

In his “blind spot” on the 
right was a Volkswagen. The 
driver of the bug leaned on 
his horn and passed the 
truck on the right. Sevillite 
had to ‘swerve sharply to the 
left to avoid the VW, which 
sped off into the gathering 
darkness. 

It is one thing to change the 
direction of a VW, and entire- 
ly another matter to change 
the direction of a truck. And 
if the truck happens to have a 
liquid load of 10 tons of fish

scraps, that load will not turn 
quickly. Those fish scraps 
slapped against the side of 
the truck like so much water, 
and the impact knocked the 
truck right over on its side. 
The fish scraps poured out all 
over the highway —tons of 
oily fish scraps, all over the 
northbound lane of Route 93, 
right under the West Street 
bridge. 

Both state and Wilmington 
police were soon on the 
scene, along with the Wil- 
mington ambulance. The big 
truck had slid off the high- 
way but nobody was injured. 

The only problem was the 
fish blocking all four north- 
bound lanes. And it was a 
problem. 

Trooper Warren Bailey of 
the Mass. State Police called 
the Wilmington Fire Depart- 
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ment and asked for a fire 
engine to hose down the high- 
way. Lt. George Cushing poin- 
ted out that a mixture of fish 
oil and water is just about the 
slipperiest thing there is. 

Bailey had to agree with 
Cushing. So instead, he cal- 
led for snow removal equip- 
ment, from the Mass. Dept. 
of Public Works. 

Cars were able to make 
their way through the slith- 
ering pile of fish scraps, but 
then they left morsels of fish 
all along the superhighway. 
As fast as the pavement was 
sanded, it had to be sanded 
again. It was dangerous, dri- 
ving along that highway, and 
many a motorist had a tale 
to tell when he got home, 
how the rear of the car just 
slid around. 

For 24 hours, the state

trucks scattered sand on the 
highway, from the West 
Street bridge to the Route 62 
interchange, five miles to 
the north. 

It was the worst traffic tie- 
up in years on Route 93. The 
traffic jam extended over 
five miles to the south, .be 
yond Route 128. State Police 
worked over three and a half 
hours to untangle it. 

No one knows just how 
many secondary accidents 
occurred on that fish-slicked 
highway, but Trooper Bailey 
reported one four-car colli- 
sion and three three-car acci- 
dents. There were at least 11 
two-car collisions; he said: 

One of those three-car ae- 
cidents also involved a VW 
bug. It happened down nea 
Route 128, five miles from the 
fish truck accident. This bug 
didn’t get away. It was 
caught right in the middle, 
right between two larger 
cars. It was, one witness said, 
a perfect “bug sandwich.” 

Yankee Magazine later ran 
a cartoon on the accident in 
their “Yankee Tintinabula- 
tions” page. It showed a cat 
in a phone booth, calling his 
friends.

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Newsprint tariff 
hurts us all

It isn’t that easy to drop 
everything in the middle of 
the week and fly to Washing- 
ton. If you’re a community 
newspaper publisher, going 
anywhere in the middle of 
the week is a challenge. 
That is when the newspaper 
has to be edited, wrapped up 
in color, printed, labeled and 
distributed to readers. 

People in Mayville, Wis- 
consin, where I publish the 
Dodge County Pionier, count 
on my paper. It is how they 
find out what is happening 
in town. We don’t have a 
local TV station. Facebook 
and Google are here, but the 
internet has no journalists 
in my town. 

That is why I did dropped 
everything one day in July, 
and flew to the nation’s cap- 
ital to testify before the In- 
ternational Trade Commis- 


sion. It probably surprised 
my readers that internation- 
al trade is important to my 
little weekly newspaper. But 
it is. In fact, this commis- 
sion holds in its hands the 
future of local journalism in 
Mayville. It holds the same 
reins for the future of news 
and information in thou- 
sands of small towns across 
the U.S. I went to ask the 
commissioners to stop tax- 
ing our paper. This tax is 
hurting the Pionier, its read- 
ers and Mayville. 

The paper we print on is 
newsprint, known in the in- 
dustry as uncoated ground- 
wood paper. Most of it 
comes from Canada. Al- 
though there are five paper 
mills in the U.S. that make 
this paper, American news- 
papers have also used Cana- 
dian paper for more than a 
century. It simply isn’t pos- 
sible in the continental U.S. 
to make enough newsprint 
to supply the needs of U.S. 
newspaper readers. 

Last January, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce slapped

I came to 
my current job with a few 
years of experience and still 
received a 10-week orienta- 
tion — which is more time 
than this law gives us to fill 
thousands of nursing posi- 
tions. 

My ER is located by a ma- 
jor highway. If there is a 
multi-car pileup next to us 
but we are at capacity, do we 
have to send them else- 
where?

For the most 
part, our pleas fell on deaf 
ears with one selectman 
calling us NIMBYs (Not in 
My Back Yard). 

Suddenly, Mike McCoy 
listened to our concerns 


and developed a solution 
that benefits both the vic- 
tims of substance abuse 
and every neighborhood in 
Wilmington. Mike drafted 
a new by-law that provided 
a real “Win-Win”! 

The new by-law opened 
up industrially zoned areas 
to medical and detox oper- 
ations. When the old by- 
laws were first written in- 
dustrially zoned areas were 
noisy, polluted and totally 
unsuitable for health care. 

However, today these 
large tracts of land are iso- 
lated and quiet making the 
perfect setting for health 
care facilities.

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Advocates applaud voter registration reform 


BOSTON — With Governor Charlie 
Baker's signature, Massachusetts 
became the 14th state to adopt a sys- 
tem of Automatic Voter Registration, 
which could add up to 700,000 eligible 
citizens who are not currently regis- 
tered to the voter rolls. 

introduced by Sen. Cyn- 
thia Creem and the late Rep. Peter 
Kocot, the legislation passed the 
House i in June and the 
Senate unanimously last month. The 
conference committee report resolv- 
ing the differences between the two 
bills was enacted in the last days of 
the legislative session. 

Advocates applauded the reform, 
which will make elections more ac- 
curate, more secure, and more available 
to all. It establishes a system for eligible 
citizens to automatically register to vote 
when they interact with the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles, MassHealth, or the 
Health Connector. 

"We are thrilled with the legisla- 
tion," said Pam Wilmot, Executive 
Director of Common Cause Massa- 
chusetts, which led the broad-based 
coalition pushing for the bill. "It is 
one of the strongest in the country 
and will make our voter registrations 
system more efficient, accurate, and 
secure while at the same time 
improving voter participation. In 
these times, all of these goals are par- 
ticularly important. Many thanks to 
House Speaker Robert DeLeo, Senate 
Presidents Spilka and Chandler, and 
the conferees who championed the 
bill: Representatives Michael Moran, 
John Mahoney, and Shawn Dooley, 


and Senators Cynthia Creem, Anne 
Gobi, and Ryan Fattman.” 

The legislation has enjoyed broad 
support in both legislative chambers 
and both parties. Attorney General 
Maura Healey and Secretary of State 
Bill Galvin are also supporters. The 
legislation was endorsed by 65 organi- 
zations including environmental, civil 
rights, consumer, community, labor, 
and good government groups. 

13 states and the District of Col- 
umbia have already passed automat- 
ic voter registration: Alaska, Califor- 
nia, Colorado, Connecticut, Georgia, 
Illinois, Maryland, New Jersey, Ore- 
gon, Rhode Island, Vermont, Wash- 
ington, and West Virginia. A report 
based on data from Oregon, Ver- 
mont, and Colorado concluded that 
the cost of implementing AVR in 
Massachusetts would be minimal. 

"This is about more people having 
access to the ballot when election 
day comes around, plain and sim- 
ple," said Carol Rose, Executive 
Director at the ACLU of Massa- 
chusetts. "It's a great step forward 
for anyone who believes that voting 
is a fundamental right, and our gov- 
ernment should use all available 
tools to engage people in the demo- 
cratic process."

Massachusetts 
has now taken the right step in pass- 
ing a critical reform that will expand

Baker-Polito 
convene school 


safety roundtable 


BURLINGTON — Governor Charlie 
Baker, Lt. Governor Karyn Polito, 
Education Secretary James Peyser, 
Health and Human Services Sec- 
retary Marylou Sudders, Public 
Safety and Security Secretary Daniel 
Bennett, and Department of Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education 
Commissioner Jeff Riley joined sev- 
eral school superintendents, teach- 
ers, police chiefs, mental health ex- 
perts and local legislators at Bur- 
lington High School to discuss efforts 
the Commonwealth can take to 
improve safety in schools. 

During the roundtable, the Governor 
spoke with local officials about the $72 
million school safety package he filed 
last month, which was the result of 
input from many stakeholders, includ- 
ing several superintendents and men- 
tal health experts that participated in 
today’s discussion. The Administration 
started working on the safety initia- 
tives immediately after the Parkland, 
Florida school shooting that killed 17 
students and teachers in February. 
The roundtable was also an opportuni- 
ty for school officials and local law 
enforcement to have an open dialogue 
about school safety, and discuss what 
they are doing locally to keep students 
safer. 

“These proposals will allow schools 
to hire additional mental health pro- 
fessionals to increase support for our 
students, while also making important 
security upgrades,” said Governor 
Charlie Baker. “We look forward to 
working with the Legislature to enact 
this package to make the Common- 
wealth’s schools safer.” 

“Through access to new school safe- 
ty training resources, we can teach 
students and teachers to better recog- 
nize potential threats,” said Lt. 
Governor Karyn Polito. “By working 
together, we can all ensure safer 
places for our kids to grow and learn.” 

Governor Baker proposed a wide- 
ranging $72 million package to make 
school security upgrades, hire addi- 
tional mental health professionals 
and train first responders to better 
handle threats within schools. The 
proposal includes $40 million in addi- 
tional aid to school districts to hire 
social workers, mental health coun- 
selors and psychologists, and $20 mil- 
lion in matching state grants for secu- 
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rity and communications upgrades in 
K-12 schools and public colleges and 
universities. 

“The sad reality is that we have to 
think about protecting our students 
and teachers from the threat of gun 
violence in the classroom. By 
strengthening student supports, as 
well as upgrading security measures 
and training for school personnel, we 
hope to reduce the possibility that we 
could experience a tragedy like other 
communities across the country have 
suffered,” Education Secretary James 
Peyser said. “I am very grateful for 
the expertise and insights of the 
school superintendents and public 
safety officials that helped us develop 
these very important initiatives.” 

“Our schools face increasing chal- 
lenges with changing dynamics in our 
society. Most importantly, our first 
priority is to provide for the safety 
and well-being of our students,” said 
Tom Scott, executive director of the 
Massachusetts’ Association of School 
Superintendents. “School superintend- 
ents are most appreciative that the 
Governor has responded to our con- 
cerns that increased mental health 
and security measures are essential 
needs in our schools today.” 

“Efforts to address school safety 
must also include strengthening be- 
havioral health services for our 
youth,” said Health and Human 
Services Secretary Marylou Sudders. 
“Governor Baker’s proposal increas- 
es behavioral health treatment, coor- 
dination and prevention efforts 
in schools throughout the Com- 
monwealth by providing in- 
creased aid to school districts 
to hire additional social work- 
ers, mental health counselors 
and psychologists.” 

“Massachusetts’ strong gun 
laws mean we have one of the 
lowest rates of gun violence in 
the nation, but there is always 


more that we can do to reduce,,the 
chances that students in our schools 
will fall victim to such a sickening 
event,” said Secretary of Public Safety 
and Security Daniel Bennett. “Gover- 
nor Baker’s proposal would enhance 
the safety of our students by providing 
grants to improve security in school 
buildings, as well as giving educators, 
health officials, and first responders 
the training they would need -in-an 
active shooter situation.” 

“Prioritizing students’ health, wéell- 
being and safety is essential to ensure 
we provide our teachers with thriving 
learning environments and Governor 
Baker gets that,” said Elementary 
and Secondary Commissionet. Jeff 
Riley. “The resources he has proposed 
for schools are carefully targeted to 
have the most beneficial result for our 
school communities — teachers, stu- 
dents and their families.
